2. The Justice Department 
would make clear in a state- 
ment to the press that she was 
being released without preju- 
dice to her right to continue to 
fight in the courts and Congress 
for admittance as a citizen. 

3. That when Kurt Knavff's 
present six-week leave of ab- 
sence as a civilian Army em- 
ploye in Frankfurt has expired, 
both Knauffs return to Ger- 
many for the time being. 

4. That Ellen make no at- 
tempt to return to the United 
States for at least a year. 

5. Finally, McGrath said that 
during that year he would re- 
open the investigation of her 
exclusion case to see if any new 
facts warranting her admit- 
tance cquid be discovered.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17— 
Ralph W. Hammond, state di- 
rector of civil defense, asked the 


House Appropriations Committee 
last night to increase the appro- 
priation for his office from $200,- 
000—as proposed by Gov. For- 
rest Smith—to $504,000 for the 
1951-53 biennium beginning July 
1. Members of the committee in- 


dicated they were favorable to- | 
; 


ward the increase. 

Hammond told the committee 
that last June he originally re- 
quested $250,000 for the bien- 
nium. Since that time, he said, 
he has delved into civil defense 
problems and has concluded that 
that amount of money “certainly 
is not enough to get a civil de- 
fense program started in the 
state.” , 

Funds for Training Program. 

“I feel that a half-million-dol- 
lar appropric.tion would give us 
a good start,” he said. “It would 
pay’ office rent, allow the hiring 
of ‘mecessary personnel and pro- 
vide’ funds for a training pro- 
gram. 

“It would not, however, provide 
funds for launching a bomb 
shelter program, nor for stockpil- 
ing medical supplies and various 
materials which would be needed 
in ‘the event of an attack. If 
these programs were to bé under- 
taken, I would have to recom- 
mend appropriation of from $30,- 
000;000 to $33,000,000 to match 
funds which would be available 
from the Federal Government. 

“However, I am not prepared to 
say we,are going into these pro- 
grams immediately. 

“T don’t believe I could tell you 
within 70 per cent just what 
funds might be called for within 
the next two years. I want 
enough money on which to oper- 
ate.» If what I receive is more 
than necessary, the excess wiil 
revert. 

“I assure you I have no inten- 
tion of building up a large 
organization of people who would 
sit around and play cards, but I 
can't do a job on borrowed help.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Credit curbs were tightened on 
stock market transactions today 
in a broadening of the Govern- 
ment’s anti-inflation campaign.. 

The cash down-payments re- 
quired on purchases or short sales 
of stock was increased from 50 to 
75 per cent of the price by a 
Federal Reserve Board order is- 
sued last night. 

That is stiffer than other credit 
curbs laid down since the Korean 
war began. Other controls re- 
quire a top down payment of 50 
per cent on houses, 3344 per 
cent on automobiles, and 25 per 
cent’ on most major household 
goods. 

However, the board apparently 
hopes its order will have a 
psychological effect in restrain- 
ing inflationary speculation out- 
og? the stock market as well as 
n ‘ 

Officials had given no sign of 
feeling that excessive credit was 
a major factor in pushing up the 
volume of stock market trading 
or the level of stock prices in 
recent months. 

That was the reaction, too, of 
the New York Stock Exchange.

Margin requirements have gone 
as high as 100 per cent, meaning 
trading was restricted to an all- 
cash basis. The cash-only rule 
was imposed in 1946 to brake the 
first postwar wave of inflation, 
then eased to 75 per cent cash 
on Feb. 1, 1947. 

Short sales are situations where, 
in effect, a person sells stock 
he doesn’t own—but has borrowed 
—in expectation of making a 
profit if prices go down. If the 
stock does go down, the “short 
seller” can buy at the lower 
price the same. amount of stock 
he borrowed, return it to the 
lender and pocket a gain.

Cook is in isolation in a lone 
upper-floor cell at the county 
jail where he was taken follow- 
ing his deportation from Mexico 
Monday and his arraignment 
here on federal charges of kid- 
naping and flight to avoid pros-| 
ecution for murder and robbery, 

Sheriff Bert Strand said Cook's 
attitude is one of moodiness or 
indifference. A physician said 
Cook was recovering from n- 
tery contracted during his flight 
through Lower California, Mex.

Use of Terms Cited.

Technical Distinction.

He 
said a “pass” provided unre- 
stricted riding without extra 
charges, but that the “permit” 
was a conditional type fare, the 
condition in the present case be- 
ing the payment of 5 cents each 
time the permit is used.

- NEW YORK, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
Two members of last year’s Man- 
hattan College basketball team 
and three other men were ar- 
rested today on charges ef bribery 


and conspiracy. 
paltane District Attorney Ed- 


., ward F. Breslin of the Bronx said 
the five were accused of throw- 
ing Manhattan College basketball 
games last year. 

He identified the former play- 
ers as Henry E. Poppe, 24, and 
John A. Byrnes, 22, who were 
co-captains of the team. Poppe 
was a guard and Byrnes a for- 
ward. 


’ Breslin said they “dumped 
several games and each received 
a total of $5000.” 

The men arrested with the 
players were Irving Schwartzberg, 
36; his brother Benjamin, 35, and 
Cornelius Kelleher, 35, all of New 
York. 

Breslin said these three insti- 
gated the .“dumping” of the 
games. 

Manhattan won 13 and lost 11 
games in the 1949-50 season. 

Breslin reported there had 
been an attempt to “fix” last 
night’s basketball game between 
De Paul University and Manhat- 
tan College, and that the attempt 
led to discovery of “fixes” last 

ear, 

Manhattan won last night’s 
game, 62 to 59, in an upset. De- 
Paul had entered the game as a 
favorite. 

‘Breslin told this story: 

Poppe last Thursday night went 
to the college room of Julius Kel- 
logg, 23, 6-foot 7-inch Negro cen- 
_» ter of this year’s Manhattan team, 
. and told him he could make $1000 
“by “dumping” last night’s game. 
“» — Kellogg spurned the offer, but 
+ Poppe told him to think it over 
--"and said he would telephone Kel- 
- Jogg again on Sunday. 

Kellogg immediately reported 
the Thursday conversation to 
Kenneth Norton, Manhattan ath- 
letic director and _ basketball 
coach, who notified police. 

Breslin said: 

Poppe and Kellogg, who comes 
from Portsmouth, Va., arranged 
to meet after the game at Gil- 
huly’s cafe, on Eighth avenue 
near Forty-sixth street, where 
Poppe was to give Kellogg the 
$1000 in the men’s washroom. 

During the pre-game conver- 
sation, Poppe said for the first 
time he was offering the bribe 
at the instigation of bookmakers. 

Police, who were watching 
Poppe, saw him leave the Gar- 
den between halves of the Long 
Island University-Duquesne game, 
the second part of a doublehead- 
er. They trailed him to a meet- 
ing with Irving Schwartzberg. 

Police arrested Poppe later in 
his home. 

Breslin said Poppe admitted 
attempting to bribe Kellogg 
and told of his own part in 

games last year with Siena Col- 
lege, Santa Clara and Bradley. 

. Breslin quoted Poppe as say- 

ing: 

He was contacted by Kelleher, 
and later by Benjamin Schwartz- 
berg, prior to the beginning of 
last .season’s schedule and was 
paid $40 a week as a retainer. 
Later, he said, he learned that 
Byrnes also was getting $40 a 
week. 

Paid Even When He Rested. 

Before the Siena game on 
Nov. 3, 1949, Kelleher and Ben- 
jamin Schwartzberg told the two 
players they would get $1000 
each for “dumping” the game. 
The spread was 10 points in favor 
of Manhattan, a Catholic insti- 
tution. Siena won by 15 points. 

They were paid off after the 
game in Kelleher’s home. 

Breslin said Poppe was so well 
“in the grace of the gamblers 
that even though he suffered a 
leg injury (before one game) and 

. didn’t play, he still received the 
$1000 that was promised.” 

Breslin said the co-captains not 
only received money for throw- 
ing games but also for games 
which the other team won but by 
a score that enabled gamblers to 
win on point bets. 

Poppe was one of seven play- 
ers in New York who scored 
more than-1000 points in a varsi- 
ty career. 

All five defendants were sched- 
uled to be arraigned later today.

seatic League. This could ac- 
count for the artist’s knowledge 
of the strutting turkey cock. 

Prehistoric men took great 
satisfaction in portraying various 
animals. Laboriously they chipped 
the cliff and canyon walls in 
making the pictographs that 
exist even to this day. On the 
side walls of Utah’s northern 
canyons there is depicted the wild 
turkey which is now extinct in 
that region. One scene even 
shows the turkeys being driven 
by men into corrals! In his de- 
scription of Virginia, 1612, Cap- 
tain John Smith remarked, 
“Pattridges there are little big- 
ger than our Quailes, wild 
Turkies are as big as our tame”, 
and Benjamin Franklin, in a let- 
ter to Sarah Bache dated Janu- 
ary 26, 1784, said, “I wish the 
Bald Eagle had not been chosen 
as the Representative of our 
Country; he is a bird of bad 
moral character; like those among 
Men who live by Sharping and 
Robbing, he is generally poor, 
and often very lousy. The Turky 
is a much more respectable Bird, 
and withal a true original Native 
of America.” 

Feast or Famine. 

Wild turkeys were often the 
difference between feast and 
famine with the early settlers. 
They learned early from the 
Indians the use of a ‘turkey call’ 
or ‘cowker’. These callers were 
made from a bone taken from the 
turkey’s wing, and by using them, . 
the pioneers coyld decoy the 
birds into musket range. Later 
the Indians, resentful of the in- 
trusion of the white men, would 
imitate the call of the turkey to 
lure the early settler to His doom 
instead of to an anticipated meal 
for his family. Thanksgiving is 
traditional ‘Turkey Day’ and dates 
back to the early Pilgrim Fathers 
who established the first settle- 
ment in New England. 

As early as 1708, New York 
placed a closed season on the 
wild turkey, heath hen (now ex- 
tinct), ruffed grouse, and quail. 
Even with this early recognition 


of the need to conserve this mag-| Gorq 


nificent bird, there has been a 
general downward trend in their 
numbers throughout the years. 
Many states have no wild turkey 
. and Missouri has but a few scat- 
tering flocks left in the Ozarks. 
Good forest operations have long 
been recognized in practical tur- 
key management. Selective cut- 
ting, some planting of poor 
woods, and protection from fire 
and grazing are among the sig- 
nificant practices recommended, 
The Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, in its new development 
program for turkey and other 
wildlife on state refuges, is of 
the opinion that turkeys are as 
much a bird of the grasslands 
as of the woodlands. 

It is believed that grasses are 
essential in -year-round turkey 
range, especially to young birds, 
and that grasshoppers and other 
insects are: essential items of diet 
when the turkeys shift their 
range from the deep woods in 
the fall and winter months to the 
open fields and meadows in the 
spring and summer. In connec- 
tion with the field development 
program, multiflora rose fences 
will also be provided around the 
fields to give turkey and other 
wildlife isolation and the planted 
foods protection from stray live- 


stock. . 

Fields will be fertilized and 
limed, and planted with legumes 
and grasses in the following 
state-owned refuges: Sam A. 
Baker, Caney Mountain, Drury, 
Wilderness, Deer Run, Low Gap, 
Carmen Springs, and Blue Springs. 
These plantings, where known 
remnants of the last wild turkey

When Lincoln Kilby, “curb-' 
stone philosopher,” from Vandal- 
ia, Mo., returns in March from 
a 60-day visit to England he 
doesn’t expect to have a solution, 
to the world’s problems, but he’ 
does hope to have a pretty godd 
idea about what Englishmén 
think of socialism. 


Kilby, a rural  mailcarrier, 
plans to talk with England’s 
“man in the street” as well as 
farmers, business men, merchants, 
doctors, bankers and railroad 
executives to explore socialism’s 
effect on all classes. He will re- 
port his findings to Vandalia’s 
Business and Professional Men’s 
Club, which is financing the un- 
usual trip. 

A Trans-World -Airline plane 
took Kilby from Lambert-St. 
Louis Field to New York last 
night in the first phase_of the 
long trip and. he expects to ar- 
rive in London tonight. The 
speedy schedule recalled to Kil- 
by yesterday the tortuous 14-day 
sea voyage to -Ireland during 
World War I when the mailcar- 
rier was a storekeeper, first class, 
in the United States Navy. 


Origin of Plan For Trip. 


Kilby’s mission was born last 


October when Roz G. Mg6rris, 
president of the Vandalia State 
Bank and former executive vice- 
president of United Bank & Trust 
Co. here, decided it would be a 
good idea to obtain first hand 
information about Great Britain’s 
experiment in government. So- 
cialism, toward which Morris be- 
lieves this. country is heading, 
had been argued in world affairs 
discussions at meetings of the 
Business and Professional Men’s 
Club for several years. 

“Mr. Kilby and I both are wor- 
ried about the future of this 
country,” Morris said, “and want 
to find out more about England’s 
socialism, which can be used as 
a guide to developments in the 
United States. We both have a 
stake in the future. I have two 
sons and a son-in-law, all three 
ex-servicemen, with me in the 
bank, and Kilby has a son and 
daughter who are just reaching 
maturity.” 

Kilby, 58 years old, is the fa- 
ther of Miss Shirley Kilby, 22, 
who teaches music in the New 
Cambridge (Mo.) high school, and 
Roger Kilby, 20, a sophomore a 
William Jewell college, who has 
received his notice of physical 
examination from his draft board.

tray the hopes and desires of 
he great majority, American of- 
ficials assert. 

.’Formosa is a semi-tropical is- 
Yand less than 100 miles off the 
Chinese mainland. Its population 
of about 5,000,000 on an island 
about the size of Vermont and 
Connecticut combined has been 
swollen by nearly 2,000,000 exiled 
Chinese from the mainland, in- 
eluding 500,000 soldiers that the 
Generalissimo hopes to use one 
day for an attack against Commu- 
nist China. 

Now Volunteer for Army. 

A concrete expression of the 
Taiwanese dread of Red rule has 
been a rising demand among the 
local citizenry that they be in- 
cluded in that army. One of 
Chiang'’s top generals said, “If I 
had any spare guns and spare 
ammunition I could arm a divi- 
sion of Taiwanese tomorrow. I 
have had that many volunteers.” 

Traveling for two days on the 
southern part of the island, I 
talked with a score of Taiwanese. 
Many were vocal in complaints 
against the Chiang regime but all 
asserted ‘without hesitation that 
they would fight on Chiang’s side 
rather than succumb to Red rule. 
I don’t know the Chinese well 
enough to judge how much was 
bombast and how much was sin- 
cere. 

There are some basic causes 
for friction between the islanders 
and Chiang’s exiled regime. First, 
no one likes to be ruled by an 
outsider. Then, support.of Chi- 
ang’s army puts a strain on. the 
economy and. the Taiwanese like 
most human beings do not like 
to pay taxes. 

Fear of Secret Police. 

Another cause of complaint is 
Chiang’s secret police. This force 
is credited with many mysterious 
disappearances. It is the reason 
why people will not talk openly 
fin restaurants and why Taiwanese 
insist on taking you off in a quiet 
corner before they air their 
views. The Taiwanese charge that 
the police do not confine their 
peace to Communist agents

The inaugural address, over 
half of which was devoted to na- 
tional and international affairs, 
indicated clearly that Byrnes, 
looking and acting far younger 
than his years, will not be con- 
tent merely to be an aggressive 
governor of a state that is just 
beginning to expand industrially. 
He now has a forum of sufficient 
elevation to attract national and 
world attention. He will also be 
& dignified and shrewd spokes- 
man for the southern governors, 
senators and representatives who 
disagree with many parts of the 
Truman New Deal. 


It would be most surprising if

although he disclaims any am- 
bitions for further national hon- 
ors and declines to comment on 
what part he will play in do- 
mestic politics. 

Foreign Policy Attitude. 

‘Byrnes, in his address, left no 
doubt that he favored the broad 
outlines of the present biparti- 
san foreign program and does not 
go along with former President 
Hoover and Senator Taft. Thefe 
can be no doubt that he has been 
deeply hurt by President Tru- 
man’s repeated jibes at him at 
press conferences and the pas- 
sage in Jonathan Daniels’s book 
that quoted Truman as calling 
him a miserable failyge as Secre- 
tary of State. 

As a former Senator and for- 
mer Secretary of State his words 
will be given deep attention in 
Congress, particularly among the 
southerners, when he differs from 
the President. As a man who has 
given nearly all his adult life to 
active politics his ‘views will be 
respected by Republicans, par- 
ticularly the Vandenberg-Lodge 
group, which has co-operated with 
the White House and the State 
_ Department. 

His recommendation that the 
Administration consult with Re- 

ublicans “before and not after 

ic decisions are made” re- 
flected the experience of a Repre- 
sentative who was long in the 
minority. He knows that if the 
Republicans should come into 
power, the Democrats would de- 
mand cortsultation.

He 
said that he had received letters 
from all over the United States, 
particularly from Missouri, Iowa, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Minne- 
sota, asking what he thought of 
the present situation and the 
prospects. He said he was amazed 
at the details in the penetrating 
questions. 

It is perhaps significant that 
he had this passage in his ad- 
dress: | 

“The people of America have 
confidence in the intelligence and 
integrity of Gen. Eisenhower. If 
after investigation he is satisfied 
that the governments of Western 
Europe are ready and willing to 
make sacrifices. and put armies 
into the field to defend their own 
freedom, the American people will 
accept his recommendation.” 

Defends Segregation. 

On purely state issues, notably 
on segregation, Byrnes pulled no 
punches on the Truman ad- 
pe meagan: His remarks on 
unity and partisanship related 
only to international affairs. He 
hoped that “in this _ perilous 
period the national administration 
will not urge either political pro- 
posals or socialistic programs 
which are certain to divide our 
people.”

1. France’s desire for more 
American military supplies to the 
French and loyal Indochinese 
forces battling Communist-led 
guerrillas. 

2. Plans for boosting arms pro- 
duction in France so as to make 
it possible for the French to cre- 
ate 20 new army divisions in Eu- 
rope by the end of 1953. 

3. Closer French-American con- 
trols’ over strategic exports to 
eastern Europe and Communist 
China. 

4. Steps to allocate raw materi- 
als needed by France for military 
output, and its civilian needs and 
control their prices. 

5. A new Big Four foreign 
ministers’ meeting. The French 
have been pressing for such a 
conference with the Russians but 
the United States has been re- 
luctant to assent until it had a 
more definite idea what Moscow 
wants to talk about 

6. France’s future attitude to- 
ward recognition of Communist 
China. France has not recog- 
nized the Peiping government but 
there has been speculation from 
Paris that it might do so. 

American officials said it was 
unlikely the question of German 
rearmament would be brought up. 
The British-American-French high 
commissioners in Germany are 
currently talking over this prob-

Copper Needs No Protection 

James Boyd, Defense Minerals Administra- 
tor, says there are not enough known copper 
deposits in the entire world to meet America’s 
estimated defense and civilian requirements.

Is there any defense against atom-bomb 
attack? Yes, says Britain, where 50,000,- 
000 people live mostly in large cities. 
Britain, whose total area is about the size 
of Oregon, is little more than 500 miles 
from possible danger centers. 

The British are the last people in the 
world to have any illusions about aerial 
bombardment. Battered by high explo- 
sive and incendiary bombs, V-1 guided 


missiles and V-2 rockets, British civilians 


suffered a grim tall of 62,464 killed, 86,182 
hospital patients and 150,833 injured in 
the last war. ' 

Despite this, their answer to the ques- 
tion of survival in an atomic war is em- 
phatic. The British Government handbook 
on civil defense refers to the A-bomb in 
these words: “Defensive Measures... 
backed up by sound teaching and good 
training will enable the effects to be 
greatly reduced.” 

The British plan is two-fold. Firstly, to 
stop the enemy getting through with the 
atom bomb. Secondly, if this fails, to les- 
sen by planned mass training the effects 
of catastrophe. 

To stop the enemy getting through Brit- 
ain is building radar “sentry-posts” and 
radar-equipped fighter squadrons. Behind 
them is a growing army of volunteer civil- 
ian defense workers. 

After five years of intensive research, 
Britain’s Joint Planning Staff has evalu- 
ated the hard facts of the most lethal 
weapon yet devised by mankind. They 
found that a gamma flash on exposed peo- 
ple can be fatal up to half-a-mile from the 
point of burst. , to three-quarters of a 
mile 50 per cent deaths may be expected. 
The heat flash would burn skin up to two- 
and-a-half miles. 


Within a Mile Radius 


Damage to property would be tremen- 
dous, with all houses blasted beyond repair 
within a radius of one mile. The planners 
had to work on the assumption that if the 
bomb fell on the average city, 30,000 
homes would be destroyed, and 35,000 
homes badly damaged. 

The British knew from World War II 
experience that the best civil defense 
set-up necessitated decentralization. So 
they worked out a system which gave the 
greatest possible control to local authori- 
ties—-the men on whom the efficiency of 
civil defense would depend in the event of 


war. 

The entire was zoned so that 
each community fell into one of three cate- 
gories: “target areas,” “neutral areas” and 
“reception areas.” If war begins or 23 
pears imminent, people in areas likely 
be atomized will travel according to a pre- 
— plan to safe rural districts which 
have n equipped to receive them. 

The complex network of the Civil De- 
fense Organization was broken down into 


a multitude of different units. Britain 
was divided into 10 Civil Defense Regions, 
each of which was in turn mapped out 
down to the smallest unit—the warden dis- 
trict, corresponding roughly to the size of 
an American city block. 

By November 1949, key men in every 

art of the country knew all the details of 

ritain’s atomic defense project. There 
are four different CD services which Brit- 
ons can join:* the Civil Defense Corps 
(rescue, ambulance, debris clearance, com- 
munications, etc.) for men and women 
over 30; the Auxiliary Fire Service (help- 
ing the full-time firemen). for men over 30; 
the Special Constabulary (to help the regu- 
lar police) for men over 30; and the Na- 
tional Hospital Service Reserve (nursing 
auxiliaries) for women from 17% to 60 
and men from 30 to 60. 


At the “Battle Schools” 


Nearly 21,500 volunteers, including 5685 
women, a the Government’s appeal 
for part-time CD workers during the pe- 
riod November 1949 to January 1950, and 
by September this year enrollments had 
increased to 62,000. No official limit has 
been fixed to the number of volunteers 
but the CD force may eventually total half 
& million. Meanwhile, new schools ad 
been set up for training instructors who 
pow 4 the of civil defense and pass 
on their knowledge to volunteer CD work- 
ers in their home towns. 

To date nearly 800 instructors have been 
trained: There are two kinds of courses;

effects of an atomic explosion and the use 
of instruments to detect radioactivity. 

At the “Battle Schools” trainees are 
shown how to use these instruments in the 
debris-littered streets of an ato 
village. In the rubble of out class- 
rooms (one realistic reproduction of a 
blitzed street took four months to build) 
they learn how to find and decontaminate 
radioactive areas; how to fight magnesium 
fires; how to rescue casualties from three- 
story buildings by stretcher-cables; and 
how to extricate trapped a by bur- 
rowing narrow tunnels though the wreck- 
age. Po & 

Britain’s CD workers are convinced that 
proper utions, training and equip- 
ment help to reduce casualties con- 
siderably, should they have to tackle the 
emergency of an atomic attack. They 
don’t consider the measures they have 
taken as anything more than a common- 
sense, peace-time feature that is as neces- 
sary as the standing Navy, Army and Air 
Force. In fact they regard the civil de 
fense outfit as the nation’s fourth military 
service. :

Purchase of Rembrandt’s “‘Por- 
trait of a Young Man” by the 
City Art Museum was the second 
most important acquisition of an 
old master by an American pub- 
lic collection in 1950, in the opin- 
ion of Art News.

The George Washington housed 
offices of the Maritime Adminis- 
tration, the agency in charge of 
the reserve maritime fleet. All 
the agency’s records on board 
were reported destroyed. 


Six administration officials 
were on board the ship when the 
pier fire was discovered by two 
guards. The six, including Capt. 
M.. J. Kaminski, superintendent 
of the Maritime Reserve Fleet, 
tried to free the Washington 
from the pier but were driven 
back by the spreading flames. 

Six Rescued From Pier. 

They were rescued from the ex- 
treme end of the pier by a quick- 
acting Coast Guard boat crew 
a few minutes before the flames 
swept the length of the 1000-foot 
pier. 

The guards discovered flames 
shooting out of a small shack on 
the pier about 4 p.m. When fire 
equipment reached the Hawkins 
Point area, 40-mile winds had 
spread the flames the length of 
the pier. A total of 500 firemen 
fought the blaze from the land 
and from fireboats. 

A section of the pier collapsed, 
throwing burning timbers under 
the stern of the smouldering 
Washington. An explosion in the 
stern was heard a few minutes 
later and flames. rose quickly 
from below deck spaces. 

One tug managed to edge 
alongside the Alexander and tow 
it to safety. The unwieldy trans- 
port grounded about a mile away. 

The pier, built in the early 
part of World War II, was used 
to load thousands of tons of am- 
munition for overseas. There was 
no ammunition reported in the 
area yesterday.

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How It Started

“Everything Comes te Him Who 
Waits.” 


NE of the most versatile fig- 
ures of Victorian England was 
Sir John Lubock, better 
known as Lord ;Avebury, the 
banker, scientist and writer. 
Lord Avebury liked to write on 
subjects with a moralistic slant, 
and in one such tract.he wrote 
as follows: “Do not expect too 
much, and do not expect it too 
quickly. ‘Everything comes to 
those who know how to wait.” 
So it is small wonder that without 
a previous history in English 


literature the saying should some-. 


times be attributed to him. 

However, Lord Avebury put the 
words, “Everything comes to him 
who waits,” in quotation marks— 
which shows that the British 
Baron knew his French. The 
fact is that this is an old French 
saying, which. can be traced back 
in print to the works of Rabelais, 
the great French humanist and 
satirist, who wrote in the first 
half of the sixteenth century. Its 
form in Rabelais translates into 
“Everything comes to those who 
can wait.” 


There are two formulas, they 
say, by which a hydrogen bomb 
could be manufactured, and 
whereas the cost of one would be 
fabulous, the other, they tell us, 
would bé merely fantastic.

British geographer shortly after 
the end of World War I. 

In this book Sir Halford divides 


he saw what he called a “heart- 
land” bounded by the Baltic sea, 
the navigable lower and middle 
Danube and the Black sea, Asia 
Minor, Iran, Tibet and Mongolia. 
He foresaw the rise of air power 
because he feit that Britain’s pre- 
ponderant sea power would be of 
little use in holding sway over 
this heartland, and he felt that 
anyone controlling this area 
would eventually control the 
world.

ANOTHER EDITION of this 
book was brought out during 
World War II because the first 
edition had been written with the 
fear of Germany becoming 
stronger than Great Britain in sea 
power and in World War II this 


fear of Germany controlling the 
world was paramount. 

Mr. Chamberlin seems to feel 
that’ none of the men at Yalta 


‘had read this book. I think that 


highly unlikely. There were 
many men at Yalta who were stu- 
dents and who would have made 
themselves familiar with anything 
dealing with geography and the 
control of different parts of the 
world. 

It was not at Yalta that Mon- 
golia was handed over to the 
Soviet Union. Russia already had 
Mongolia, and Manchuria could 
be controlled at any time. Com- 
munism at that time already had 
a hold over certain of the states 
which Sir Halford seems to think 
were handed over at that time to 
Soviet control. The effort was 
made at Yalta to get support for 
China, which was at that time 
engaged in a struggle with Japan 
and the hope was to build up a

He pointed to the rear of the 
church where a tall peasant stood 
amidst a crowd of beggars and 
cripples. With a sheepskin coat, 
greased boots, and pilgrim's staff, 
he moved through the throng of 
worshipers. To their surprise, he 
not only received communion, but 
he gave his own blessing to the 
priest. 

The following day, Archiman- 
drite Feofan, one of the princes 
of the Russian Orthodox Church 
and former confessor to the Czar- 
ina, appeared in the home of the 
Countess Ignatiev and told how 
impressed he had been with the 
piety, wisdom, and charm of the 
Siberian. 

Rasputin made his* debut with 
society that same evening. He 
looked like an awkward peasant, 
with hair falling in long strands 
to his neck, his forehead scarred, 
his nose pockmarked, and his pale 
lips covered by a straggly mus- 
tache, which drooped into his 
beard. 

His eyes were something spe- 
cial, however. 

According to Paleologue, the 
French Ambassador to Russia, 
who met him in 1915: “The full 
expression of his personality 
seemed concentrated in his eyes, 
pale blue, and of an altogether 
exceptional brilliance, depth and 
attraction. His gaze was at once 
piercing and cdressing, naive and 
cunning, far off and intent. When 
he was in earnest conversation his 
pupils seemed to radiate magne- 
tism.” 

If he stopped beforé the women 
to kiss them three times with 
bowed head after the manner of 
the wandering monks, they 
thrilled with the ecstasy of a re- 
ligious experience and called him 
by names proper only to a saint.

O appreciate fully the fan- 

tastic nature of Rasputin’s rise 

to power one must know some- 
thing of his early background. 
Born a Siberian peasant, as a 
young man he established a local 
record for drunkenness, hooli- 
ganism, and horse-thieving. 

At one time he was also a 
coachman, and the story is told 
that one day he drove a clergy- 
man on a pilgrimage to a far-off 
monastery. They fell into. con- 
versation and apparently § the 
priest touched some responsive 
chords in the rewdy youth, whose 
major pride up to then had been 
his success with women: There 
was an abrupt change and a con- 
versation and repentance, fol- 
lowed by an orgy of prayer, fast- 
ing, and church-going. .After a 
leng sojourn in a monastery and 
years of wandering through the 
countryside as a pilgrim, he re- 
turned to his native village—a, 
new man. Then he became a 
“teacher of the faith,” preathing 
to women disciples an outlawed, 
pagan doctrine of sin and repent- 
ance, combining religious ecstasy 
with fiery eroticism. 

Soon tales of Rasputin’s holi- 
ness as well as: his rowdiness 
began to spread through all Si- 
beria. 

In November 1905, Rasputin 
was introduced by the St. Peters- 
burg clergy to the imperial fam- 
ily as a miracle healer. Czar 
Nicholas’ diary for the fourteenth 
of November bears this simple, 
rather naive notation: “We have 
got to know a man of God, Greg- 
ory, from Tobolsk Province.” 

Historians agree that such an 
accident would never have hap- 
pened except for the constant 
terror concerning the health of 
Alexis, the heir to the throne, 
who suffered from the dread dis- 
ease of haemophilia. 

It is still a matter of dispute as 
to what was the Holy Devil’s actu- 
al influence on the course of the 
disease. Sir Bernard Pares, noted 
authority on Russia, contended, 
for example, that Rasputin was 
definitely able to stop the bleed- 
ing sometimes by using certain 
Tibetan drugs, sometimes by pre- 
tending to use the drugs, and 
sometimes by nothing more than 
sheer will te

HATEVER "tt was, hypno- 
W tism, magnetism, or just 

plain coincidence, the for- 
mer horse-thief from Siberia 
gradually assumed the stature of 
a saintly figure in the eyes of the 
royal family. 

For a time his new ‘position 
made him more careful about 
scandal. Although the immoral- 
ity of St. Petersburg society was 
well known, the imperial house- 
hold was strictly disciplined. 

Rasputin’s period of self-re- 
straint did not last long: After

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crashing the palace, he was the 
acknowledged darling of St. Pe- 
tersburg society. His waiting room 
was thronged with petitioners for 
army contracts, government pro- 
motions, and other marks of social 
or financial preferment. Nearly 
all of them were women. 
Although He was legally mar- 
ried and had three children back 
in his native Siberia, his wife 
raised no protest. She was con- 
vinced that he was specially se- 
lected by God for his holy task 
and added, “I am used to his 
tricks. He has enough for all.”

ARLY in 1911, one of the 

leading churchmen of the 

orthodox faith, protested to 
the Emperor about the mounting 
scandal of Rasputin’s life. For 
his pains he was reprimanded 
and told not to interfere in the 
private affairs of the palace. 

In. December 1911, Rasputin 
finally reached the heights of in- 
famy and raped a nun. 

Summoned: before the Bishop 
Hermogen, he was ordered to 
answer charges of lewdness, 
drunkenness, and other crimes. 
“Is this true?”. he was asked. 

Rasputin hesitated, then mur- 
mured, “It’s true, it’s true, it’s all 
true.” 

The burly bishop rose, struck 
him with his heavy pectoral cross, 
prohibited him to touch women, 
and bade him stay away from the 
palace. “You are smashing our 
sacred vessels,” he _ said. 

When the ordeal was over, Ras- 
putin hurried to the Czarina with 
his own version of what hap- 
pened: namely, that he had been 
forced to admit crimes he had 
never committed, and that it was 
all part of a foul plot against him. 
Enraged, the Empress drafted an 
imperial edict for the Czar’s sig- 
nature, banning the bishop to a 
remote monastery for life. 

Then the press took up the 
cudgels. Matters reached a new 
climax in January 1912, when the 
Russian parliament, the Duma, 
staged a debate on the matter. 


On Foleuacy 28, 1912, Czar. 


Nicholas finally sent for him and 
asked him whether the charges 
were true. The latter stood before 
his sovereign with bowed head 
and closed eyes, said he was a re- 
pentant sinner, and announced, 
“All right, I shall go.” 

Banished from the court, he re- 
turned to his native village. 

That summer the imperial fam- 
ily went to a summer resort on 
the Polish border. The Czarevich, 
Alexis, climbed into a boat one

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and bruised his side. Immediately 
he suffered excruciating pain and 
bled without stopping. Informed 
of the accident by telegram, Ras- 
putin wired, “The illness is not 
as dangerous as it seems. Don’t 
let the doctors worry him.” 
From that’ moment on Alexis 
began to get well. To the Em- 
press it was clear proof that “our 
friend” had been .unjustly dealt 
with. As a result the order of 
banishment was soon lifted. 
Then came World War I. Ras- 
putin’s influence moved from sex 
to politics and military affairs. 
Since he was opposed to'the war 
from the very beginning, many

day, slipped on the wet planking, 


Estimating his opponent’s 
strength, he decided that he 
would need: help. Into the con- 
spiracy were brought the Duma 
member, Purishkevich, the Grand 
Duke Dmitri Pavlovich, favorite 
cousin of the Czar, a cavalry of- 
ficer named Captain Sukhotin, 
and a Dr. Lazovert. 

_ Purishkevich had at his com- 
mand a Red Cross ambulance 
train which made frequent jour- 
neys between the capital and the 
front. They made use of the 
train in December to hold confer- 
ences and work out.the details of 
the plot. It was decided to lure 
Rasputin to the cellar of the mag- 
nificent town house of the Yous-

a secret German agent. Although 
the charges were never proved, it 
was undeniably true that he was 
meddling with the conduct of the 
war. As Russian fortunes de- 
clined, the resentment against 
him mounted. In November 1916, 
there was a fiery speech in the 
Duma by Vladimir Purishkevich, 
who called Rasputin the destroyer 
of the dynasty. In the audience, 
listening intently, was a 29-year- 
old nephew of the Czar, young 
Prince Felix Youssoupoff who, en- 
raged at Rasputin’s scandalous be- 
havior and growing political in- 
fluence, had already formed the 
idea of assassinating him. 
Youssoupoff decided to. see 
more of Rasputin in order “to 
study his habits. Under the pre- 
text of desiring a cure for a ‘chest 
ailment, he went to his home 
and submitted to treatment. 
Youssoupoff’s description of the 
occasion was that, after tea, he 
was told to lie down on a couch. 
Rasputin stood in front of him, 
looked him intently in the eyes, 
and began to stroke his chest, 
neck and head. The Prince lay 
motionless, unable to speak, but 
his mind was still clear enough to 
realize that he was gradually com- 
ing under the hypnotic sway of 
his mysterious adversary. Sum- 
moning his inner strength, he re- 
sisted and, soon afterwards, woke 


up.

The pretext by which Rasputin 
was to. be lured to the palace was 
the opportunity to meet Prince 
Felix’s .wife, the -beautiful. Irina. 
Actually she was in the Crimea 
at the time, but the Holy Devil, 
who had long scught such a con- 
tact, knew nothing of the decep- 
tion.

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N the palace a hissing samovar 

was brought in and placed on 

the table with tea, cups, cakes 
and wine. The room, previously 
so chill and barren, now looked 
comfortably lived in with a fire 
flickering in the red _ granite 
hearth. Then the conspirators as- 
sembled. Doctor Lazovert put on 
rubber gloves to open a box which 
he said contained “crystals of cy- 
anide of potassium.”

It was 
agreed that Prince Felix should 
feed the poison to Rasputin, while

“Nothing is as decorative as 
Ribbons.” 
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the others waited upstairs in his 


study. To provide the illusion of 
a gay party, they decided to play 
American jazz records on a 
phonograph. The house was dis- 
organized due to repairs, and the 
only record they could find was 
“Yankee Doodle.” A-more inap- 
propriate tune could hardly be 
imagined. That night they were 
to hear it over and over and over 


again. 

At midnight Prince Felix went 
to Rasputin’s flat. The latter was 
waiting for him “smelling of 
cheap soap and dressed in a red 
silk blouse and velvet trousers.” 
He was cordial but concerned. 
He said that earlier that evening 
the Minister of the Interior, one 
of his appointees, had dropped by 
to warn him of a plot against his 
life. But he declared, “Just let 
them try. They won’t succeed. 
Their arms are not long enough*’ 

During the drive to his palace, 
Prince Felix looked back once or 
twice to be sure that they were 
not being followed. The car fi- 
nally turned into the courtyard of 
the palace, drew up to a side en- 
trance, and stopped. 

The Prince and his guest en- 
tered the lobby, took off their fur 
coats and hats. Hearing the tinny 
phonograph, Rasputin cocked his 
head. “What's this? Are you 
having a party?” 

“Only a few friends with my 
wife. ‘They will be going soon. 
Let’s you and I wait in the dining 
room.”

They went downstairs to the 
carefully arranged murder cham- 
ber. At first there was a con- 
versation about mutual friends— 
cousins of the Czar, ladies of the 
court, and finally the imperial 
couple. Prince Felix poured tea 
and offered some pink unpoisoned 
cakes. Rasputin popped two into 
his mouth and went on talking. 
Surreptitiously the Prince edged 
forward the plate of treated cakes. 

“My head reeled,” admitted 
Youssoupoff later, as he watched 
the Siberian hesitate over the 
little cakes, then devour them 
one after the other.

CCORDING to Dr. Lazovert, 
the cyanide was bound to act 
immediately. Nerves on edge, 

the Prince waited for some change 
in Rasputin’s appearance. The Si- 
berian coughed once or twice as 
if a crumb stuck in his throat, but 
otherwise seemed unaffected. 
Puzzled, the Prince went over to 
the sidebcard, asked whether 
Gregory Efimovich wanted to 
taste some of the famous Yous- 
soupoff wine from the Crimea. 

“With pleasure,” murmured 
Rasputin, brushing the back of 
his hand across his mustache. 

Youssoupoff poured wine into 
an untreated glass. Rasputin 
downed it in a gulp and asked for 
some Madeira. He handed over 
his glass for refilling. Prince 
Felix pretended clumsiness and 
dropped it on the floor. He filled 
another glass whose bottom had 
been covered with crystals by the 
worthy doctor. Rasputin tossed 
off the poison like so much pas- 
teurized milk and asked for a re- 
fill. He drained several glasses 
while the Prince stared in open- 
eyed amazement. 

What had gone wrong? Had Dr. 
Lazovert tricked them all or had 
he put in a harmless drug by mis- 
take? Rasputin was a superman 
in many respects, but that he 
could smack his lips over a dose 
of poison which would have 
knocked over'a roomful of ordi- 
nary people hardly seemed pos- 
sible. Felix looked at his guest 
and he thought, as he said later, 
that he detected a look of hatred 
and contempt in his eyes. Un- 
nerved, he walked over to the 
wall, took down his guitar. Ras- 
putin brightened. “Play some- 
thing gay,” he pleaded. “I love 
to hear you sing.” 

Then followed one of the 
strangest scenes in the annals of 
crime. Prince Felix, the suave 
aristocrat, crooned over his gui-
